The Republicans from central agri- 
cultural states voted against the bill, 
chiefly because of fallure to boost 
duties on dairy and other tart prod- 
ucts high enough and because of the 
imposition of duties on building ma- 
terials. The increased duty on sugar 
was the chief reason for the adverse 
vote o; Representative La Guardia. 

All of the more important changes 
miade in the tariff by the measure are 
upward except that the rates on chil- 
dren’s books are reduced. So, too, is 
the rate on carillons, if any. 

The bill ends the terms of mem- 
bers of the present bipartisan tariff 
commission and provides for the ap- 
pointment of seven. new members on 
a nonpartisan busis, with saluries of 
$12,000. The flexible tariff system Is 
retained, but with a change in formula 
for the ascertainment of costs. 

The senate tinance committee, to 
whose hands the Hawley bill is now 
committed, will take several months 
to rewrite the mensure, after which 
{t will be debated by the senators.
